CUSTOMS OF THE INDIAN 


ARMY. 
(By JOSEPH MURPHY) 


N the Indian Army there are no 
permanent quarter-masters. Siabaltern 


and, as a rule, they gladly hand it over 
to their successors. It is a worrying 
business to tater for eight hundred men, 

robably belonging to three or four 
ifferent castes, who will not eat together, 
and whose customs differ widely. Besides, 
the quarter-master has charge of the 
regimental followers, or falwar-log, as the 
Sepoy calls them. . 

At one time there was no set scale of 
followers, and every Indian unit was 
encumbered by a motley crowd of semi- 
official hangers-on. Sometimes there were 
as many followers as fighting men, and 
in time. of war this undisciplined’ mob 
constituted a real danger. They were 
liable to stam at any moment, surging 
backwards and forwards to escape danger, 
according as the advanced-guard or rear- 
guard came into action, and throwing 
everything into confusion. This is what 
happened*constantly in one of the Afghan 
wars. Now, therefore, the establishment 
of followers is strictly defined, and they 
are under military discipline. 

At the head of the list I put the mistri 
(armourer): He is supposed to repair 
rifles and side-arms, but a good mistri is 
something more—he is a veritable Tubal 
Cain, and ean make almost anything in 
brass or iron. Then we have the tarkan 
(carpenter), the mochi (shoemaker), the 
nai (barber), the langris (cooks), the 


bhishti (water-carrier), and many others | 


down to the humble mehtar or bhangi 
(sweeper), who clears away filth from the 


camp. 
HOW QUARRELS ARISE. 


Of all the followers, the bhishti gives the 
quarter-master the least trouble. He is 
a most uncomplaining man, calmly 
devoted to his duty, and one cannot truly 
say that Kipling’s Gunga Din is an over- 
drawn character. The word bhishti means 
““heavenly one,” and to appreciate its 
justice one must live awhile in one of 
those torrid lands where the gift of a cup 
of cold water is invested with a degree of 
sanctitude. In our own country— 
“That broad-spreading valley, 

That well-watered land of 

streams ’’— 
we cannot truly appreciate the value of 
water. Live in the Orient, and you will 
understand the Old Testament as you 
never understood it before. 

Friction sometimes arises between the 
sepoys and followers, in which cases the 
non-combatant often shows no less a 
warlike spirit than the man-at-arms 
himself.. Now and then, after a field 
day, some hungry warrior strides into his 
company cookhouse and roars ‘‘ Na-latg 
(useless one), will that dall-bhat never be 
cooked 7” Thereupon, the incensed langri 
flings back an answer as hot as the curry 
itself, and then the row begins. 

Even the low-caste sweeper will turn 
when trodden on, but the bhishtz seems to 
suffer fools giadiv, and seldom or never 
finds himself a prisoner at the quarter- 
guard. His temper is mild as the liquid 
which he dispenses, and he will pour out 
the water so long as there is any left. 

In 1919 there was trouble on the North 
West Frontier, and most of the Pathan 
tribes joined with the Afghans in an 
attempted invasion of India. One of the 
regiments defending the frontier was 
hotly attacked. Part of the regiment was 
in perimeter-camp and part held a ring 
of outposts on hi'ls around. One hill in 
particular was the key of the whole 
position, and, if the enemy captured it, 
the entire camp, hospital transport and 
all, would be exposed to close fire. Border 
tribesmen can size up a position just as 
well as any officer who passed out from 
Camberley; so the picket was heavily 
attacked. Without going into detail it 
may be stated that it was impossible either 
to relieve or reinforce the threatened 
point. All: that the picket-commander 
could do was to fight a delaying action 
until the general situation changed. 


THE WATER-CARRIER. 


The season was summer; the heat was 
almost unendurable, and the very rifle 
barrels of the picket were no hotter than 
the rocks over which they were levelled. 
Water ran out, and the wounded cried 
piteously for it, where none was to be 
had. The signallers in the picket sungar 
managed to get a message through to 
regimental ‘headquarters; and in some 
way or other the news reached a bhtshtz. 
He filled his goat-skin mussack and 
calmly climbed over the camp breastwork. 
An Indian officer halted him. 

‘*Whither goest, bhishti?’’ 

“To the picket.”’ 

“ Astaghfir-Allah! It is impossible !’’ 

“ Our brethren call for water, and I 
am a water-carrier.. I go." 

“But, bhishti-ji, it is sudden death to 
go up that bare slope. See how the bullets 
strike !’’ | 

‘Khuda ki marzi,”’ said the hhizhti, 
meaning that God would decide the 
matter; and he was allowed to go. The 
men in camp and picket-sungar did what 
they could to help him with covering fire, 
but still the Afghan bullets swept the 
hillside. Spurts of dust and gravel flew 
up all around the water-carrier, and 

jeces of metal stung his bare legs. A 
ullet ripped through the mussack and 
water spurted from the holes. Plugging 
them with his fingers, the bhishti toiled 
upward and safely reached the hilltop. 
Twice again he made the journey, until 
all the men had drunk and filled their 
water-bottles. His mussack was riddled 
and he himself was wounded, but he was 
content. 

“ Bakri apne dudh deti’’—a goat gives 
its milk, and he, too had done what he 
was born to do. 

His name? I think it was Rahim 
Buksb, but my memory may be at fault. 
It does not.matter. He has a new name 
now, of which he is very proud. When I 
last heard of him everybody called him

A Dublin Hissionary. 


Throughout Ireland there will be many 
to whom the news will come not without 
an admixture of sorrow that Father Canice, 
of the Franciscan Capuchin. house in 
Church street. Dublin, has volunteered for 
the South African mission, and will be 
leaving Ireland in a few weeks’ time. 

Father Canice (Bourke) is a Dublin 
man, but as a missioner he is exception, 
ally popular in all parts of the country. 
He is known, too, as a writer; for, having 
learnt the Irish language and acquired a 
remarkable command of its idiom, he has 
published many translations into that 
tongue of Franciscan literature—as, for 
example, the ‘‘ Hymn to the Sun ” of St. 


Francis of Assisi. 

Some have remarked on “Father 
Canice’s personal resemblance to the 
founder of the Franciscan Order, as 
usually depicted. It is charitable to 
suppose that this was in the mind of an 
American tourist on the Hill of Howth a 
few summers ago. Father Canice was 
taking a walk on “the hill, attired, .of 
course, in the Capuchin garb, when he 
was arrested by a loud Yankee voice:

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FAMOUS LUTINE BELL. 
A TALE OF TRAGEDY, 
i ii | 
(By PERCIVAL SELBY.) 


á AREE has ever been tegarded as a 
lucky number, but it is not so at 
Lloyds. A few days ago it was reported 
that the Lutine bell, which is sounded 
when a ship is lost, had been rung in a 
scene of unusual excitement. This is a 

pular notion ahout Lutine, but it 
is not strictly accurate. The real drama 
of the bell for the underwriters is packéd 
in a few seconds. It is during the time 
when they are noting the number of its 
strokes. 

Lutine rings on other occasions than 
when a vesse! is lost. One—two—then, 
if the famous bell stops, the men at Lloyds 
breathe freely again. It means that news 
has come to hand concerning some ship 
much overdue. It is the unlucky third 
stroke that tells the tale of a total loss, 
and although, fortunately, the three 
strokes are seldom heard, the Lutine two 
rings are frequent. 

The sentimental interest in ships’ bells 
among the public has greatly increased 
during the past few years. This has been 
largely due to the fact that many cities 
and official bodies have provided bells for 
battleships and liners, and the installa- 
tions “have. been accompanied by 
picturesque ceremonies. No bell in the 
world, however, has so much romance as 
the Lutine. 


FIRST TREASURE HUNT, 


The ship from which it was recovered 
for Lloyds can claim distinctions which 
have never appeared in her story. For 
instance, she may be said to represent the 
first treasure hunt ‘in which the great 
shippin institution was officially 
involv She recalls the heaviest loss 
that Lloyds suffered in the whole of its 
first century of operations. The Lutine, 
too, was also accountable for the first 
demonstration of the.wonderful efficiency 
of our shipping news service in days 
before invention and a cheap Press came to 
render swift aid to those in peril on the 
seas. Quifé a sensation was caused when 
it was known that Lloyds had news of the 
loss of the vessel at least four days before 
it had reached the Admiralty. 

The Lutine was a mystery ship, though 
this may seem to be presenting‘her in a 
new aspect. The claim is proved by the 
fact that no one has yet been able to tell 
her whole story, and it is unlikely that 
it will ever be known. British _ tars 
captured the thirty-two gun frigate 
La Lutine from the French, and she is 
presumed to have become a Government 
ship. 


A GOLDEN CARGO. 


Popular legend has always reported 
that, at the time of her loss, she was 
carrying gold for the payment of British 
troops in the Netherlands, with whom we 
were at war at the time. Old documents 
in the archives of Lloyds, however, suggest 
that the whole of her treasure was 
privately owned. ) 

This raises the unsolved mystery how 
a Government vessel was being for 
outside commercial service in war time. 
It seems inconceivable that the Admiralty 
could. have released the fastest and best- 
‘manned ship afloat at a moment when 
England needed every available vessel. 
Nevertheless, the Lutine, with this record 
cargo of treasure, fought her way through 
a terrific gale in the North Sea, only to 
run ashore at the entrance to the Zuyder 
Zee. - The loss to Lloyds was so heavy 
that some underwriters were broken by the 
blow. 

The direction in which that great 
institution seemed to be laggard was in 
taking an interest in the inevitable 
treasure hunt.. Dutch fishermen began 
the work. In less than a year they 
brought up over £80,000, and got a third 
of this for their labours. Either they 
were satisfied and proceeded to enjoy 
their gains or they imagined that they 
had exhausted the Lutine. 

For whatever reason another fifteen 
years passed until other Dutch adven- 
turers began operations and kept at it 
for close on forty years. Obviously, they 
were well satisfied with the treasure they 
were getting, or they would not have con- 
tinued: but we shall never know what 
haul of gold they made. 


FURTHER DISCOVERY. 


It was nearly sixty years after the loss 
that Lloyds grew bold enough to take part 
in the treasure hunt. A further total of 
about £50,000 was recovered. Mean- 
while, the old underwriters who had 
suffered the loss had all died, and book# 
and policies had been destroyed in the 
fire at the Royal Exchange. The treasure 
was secured to Lloyds by the passing of 
a special Act of Parliament, and from 
that time the guest has continued at 
frequent intervals, though the salving had 
been done by the Dutch under a special 
arrangement with the British shipping 
institution. 

Therefore, it is fitting that Lloyds 
should have relics as reminders of the 
Lutine, and the famous bell is not the 
only one, although it is the one most 
heard of. There is a table made from the 
rudder.of the vessel, and the wood which 
was regained was also sufficient to make 
a chair. Both bear brass plates recording 
the fact. 

One of the cannon from the Lutine is 
preserved at the London Guildhall, and 
a painting of the ship in full sail hangs 
in Lloyds. The greatest treasure, however, 
would be the documents which might solve 
the mystery of that last eventful voyage.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
RRECOR DS. 


The report of the Deputy-Keeper of the 
Records of Northern ireland for the year 
1927 has been issued by His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Belfast. It appears that 
the mown á are making an increased use of 
this office, doubtless owing to the steady 
accumulation of records for consultation. A 
small provision has been made for the acqui- 
sition of documents relating to Northern 
Ireland, and the purchases during the year 
included an Irish 
and papers belonging to the family of 
Edmonstone, Red Hall, Antrim, 1769-80. 

As im previous years, however, the dona- 
tions have been extensive and interesting, the 
most prominent, perhaps, being a collection 
of family papers of Major A. F. Dobbs, of 
Castle bbs. These relate largely to the 
experiences and projects of the celebrated 
Arthur Dobbs during his Governorship of 
North Carolina between 1752 and 1765. 
Dobbs owned a large tract of land in 
America and organised emigration from 
Jreland, but more particularly from Ulster, to 
North Carolina, and the report contains many 
very interesting details on this point. He at 
one time meditated the introduction of camels 
into America. e Hudson 's Bay documents 
previously deposited by this family have been 
prepared for publication by the Canadian 
Department of Archives, and are now in the 


ress. 

The information contained in the American 
documents is curiously supplemented by a 
donation of “ Notes on migration from 
Ulster to North Carolina,’’ from the Houston 
a sm Philadelphia, 1736-7. About 1731 
Dobbs was placing before Walpole his pro- 
jects for developing the American colonies, 
and in particular the capture of the French 
and Spanish ssions in the West Indies 
and the Caribbean, and in the anticipation 
of any French design to link up Canada with 
the Mississippi in such a way as to prevent 
the expansion westwards of the glish 
settlement on the Atlantic coast. John 
Chalmers, a former inhabitant of Ulster, in 
answer to a request from Dobbs, was send- 
ing home by a certain McKinstry a represen- 
tative collection of West Indian seal and 
plants, numbering no less than eighty-eight 
different kinds. He acknowledged the receipt 
of a present of tongues and butter from 
Ireland. By 1747 Dobbs was deeply engaged 
In the province of North Carolina, of which 
he was destined to be Governor. 


MIGRANTS FROM DUBLIN. 

A letter of April,\1751, shows an actual 
aaron of the establishment in North Caro- 
ina of settlers from Ireland :— 

" this I hope will be delivered to you by 
Mr. Robert Milhouse who, with Mr. Samuel 
Wyly and their families and several other 
of my tenants in the Ward, and their neigh- 
bours and friends, go to settle in North 
Carolina, and have freighted a ship from 
Dublin to land them in Cape Fear River at 
Brunswick, it is to them and their associates 
I have disposed of one of the 12,500 tracts or 
2 half tracts in the great survey, No. 2 
and No. 5 at £500 or one penny per acre 
for ever free from quit rent to Lady Day 
1755, and I and my son have joined Mr. 
Robert Milhouse with you in a Letter of 
Attorney; with a (2nd power, as 
agent with you, atcording to “the 
instructions mentioned therein, and such 
further instructions as shall for the 
future be sent to you, as you will find it 
for our interest to send to you, to empower 
you to sell or set the other tracts to best 
advantage; according to their report of the 
country, you may expect a further trade to 
be opened from hence and the North of 
Ireland, and therefore hope you will befriend 
them and assist them in their settlement and 
advise them for the best. 

“ They want to have it in their option to 
settle on my lands on the Black River, and 
take that as so much of the 12,500 acres | 
have agreed with them for, paying the quit 
rent from the time they enter into it, as 
they are yet strangers, how far they are 
from planters, if they settle on Pedee, so 
that if they agree upon that, I give you 

wer to give them possession of it, as you 
ave already a power from me to act in 
disposing of that grant; their reason for 
desiring it arose from your lJetter to me 
acquainting me that a woman—had been 
killed in my lands by an Indian, so that 
until they arrive .there they can’t tell how 
far it may be safe for them to settle at 
Pedee till more planters fix in their neigh- 
bourhood.’’ 

There are copies of Dobbs’ speech as 
Governor to the General Assembly of North 
Carolina in 1754, with another in 1755, and 
an undated reply from the Council. During 
this period Dobbs was concerning himself 
with the interpretation of Bible prophecy, 
and manuscript volumes dealing with this 
subject are amongst the collection. A further 
letter of 22nd July, 1764, marks the close 
of his life and Governorship; for he died on 
the 28th March, 1765. After his death the 
tenants of Mecklenburgh County sent an 
address asking that either of his sons, 
Conway Dobbs or Captain Edward Brice 
Dobbs, should come: to America and dispose 
of his lands to them. Amongst the signa- 
tories appear the Ulster names of William 
Scott, Benjamin and Samuel Patton. 

Other general papers included relate to an 
estate in Kildare, around Timahoe; the dis- 
charge of Lord Conway’s agency by Arthur 
Dobbs; and an account of the Fort Stewart 
Estate at Jamaica. 


AN ELECTION PETITION. 

The family papers of Lieutenant-Colonel J. 
B. Archdale, of Castle Archdale, County 
Fermanagh, form an interesting collection. 

The most striking feature of the collection, 
as illustrating the social history of the 
county, deals with the bitterly-contested 
election of 1776. Mr. Mervyn Archdale and 
Sir Arthur Brooke were the sitting members, 
and Mr. Irvine was put forward as candidate 
against them. Being defeated, he lodged a 
petition against the sitting members, stating 
that the election had not been fairly con- 
ducted, and particularly accusing the Sheriff 
of partiality. The case was heard before a 
jury of the county in November, 1777, and 
very full notes of the evidence are amongst 
the papers. The Irvine party stated that the 
Clerk of the Peace was related to Mr. Arch- 
dale, and that the High Sheriff, and more 
particularly his deputy, in their conduct of 
the election favoured the sitting members. 
It was stated that the Deputy Sheriff, who 
was a tenant of Mr. Archdale, referred to 
the supporters of the sitting members as 
‘‘our party.” The further charges were 
made that the Sheriff improperly closed the 
poll on pretence of a riot when, in point of 
fact, there was no fiot, and that the Deputy 
Sheriff afterwards went to the Courthouse 
surreptitiously and, to an audience of three 
or four persons, declared the sitting members 
elected. For the other side, it was stated 
that Mr. Irvine, who was Depnty Grand 
Master of the Freemasons, brovght a large 
number of persons of that Order into the 
town, causing a state of terror; that a man 
was seen carrying a heap of cudgels going 
through the strect inviting every friend of 
Mr. Irvine to take one: that when electors 
came forward to vote, Mr. R. Hassard used 
to lean over the bench and cry out to the 
freeholders: ‘‘ Look at me: I am _ your 
agent," with his fist shut: that Sir Arthur 
Brooke was attacked in the street, and tar 
barrels were thrown into the heuse where 
he was staying, in order to set it on fire: 
and that these proceedings justified the 
Sheriff in his action. 

DOWNSHIRE LETTERS. 

The pa of the Downshire family for the 
period 1790 to 1793 are interesting as marking 
a transition stage in political and socal de- 
velopment. The chief features illustrated are 
the rise of the United Irishmen, whose in- 
fluence, according to the letters, was already 
showing itself in broils and disturbances, and 
the successful raising of the Militia. The 
Earl of Hillsborough, afterwards Second 
Mafiuis of Downshire, took a prominent part 
sl the one movement, and in support 
of the other. 

To the United Irishmen and the Defenders 
there are many references. About May, 1792, 
troops are demanded, and on the 18th of that 
month Lord Downshire drafted a letter laying 
the whole state of the county before the 
authorities in Dublin :— 

“ Your Ex y will be pleased to recol- 
lect that in my late letter I took the liberty 
to recomend to your Excellency that two 
companies of foot should be immediately 
stationed at Rathfriland) hoping that that 
force (had it been sent) might have been 
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| ba in that of this country. Since I 
ve received the Address before mentioned, 
I have seen Mr. Jas. Waddell, who is the 


-| Agent and Receiver of the Rathfriland Estate 


ander the Countess of Clanwilliam, and gives 
me an account of the state of that. part of 
the country which is too alarming for me to 
think it right to confirm to your Excellency 
my former recommendation that such a force 
as two compapies of foot wili be in any 
respect able to protect the peace cf this 
country and stop that daring spirit which. 
[ am sorry to say, and which, as confirmed 
by Mr. Waddell, every day increases. 

“I am also informed by Mr. Waddel! that 
from three to four thousand of those deluded 
people regularly assemble every dav and 
night in arms, training themselves in the use 
of them, and are purchasing great quantities 
of arms and ammunition, insomuch that all 
sorts thereof in the town of Newry have been 
bought up to make attacks probably; ia what 
manner, and when and where it is hard to 
conjecture; and for these reasons I humbly 
offer to your Excellency’s consideration 
whether it would not be expedient and neces. 
sary for the present security and peace of the 
country to order a regiment of foot to he 
quartered in the county and divided in the 
following places, that is to say, three com- 
panies at Newry, two at Rathfriland, one at 
Castlewellan, one at Downnatrick, one at Kil- 
Jough, "one at Loughbrickland, and one at 
Narrow Water and Waringspoint, and if vour 
Excellency shall think proper to agree with 
this proposition, I humbly submit that the 
sooner it is carried into effect, considering 
the resent state of the country, the better, 
as delays may be attended with ill con- 
sequences. ”’ 

Not only were his requests granted, but 
appareptly he was also given considerable 
freedom in directing the movement of troops. 
Among interesting items from Lord Down- 
shire’s collection is a letter dealing with the 
manufacture of pottery in Belfast. 


RANFURLY AND VERNER ESTATE 
PAPERS. 

Lord Ranfurly has deposited the records of 
his estate in and around Dungannon, and a 
similar collection for the ~~ estate 
around Vernersbridge has been received. also 
a letter book of Isaac Butt’s Home Rule 
League, 1873-8, and a Lisburn Pipe Water 
Rent Roll for 1768. To those. interested in 
the history of Dungannon and its neigh- 
bourhood the rent-rolls would probably be of 
most importanc e. 


LENNOX-CONYNGHAM PAPERS. 

Lieutenant-Colonel W. A. Lennox-Conyng- 
ham, D.L., Spring-hill, Moneymore, has 
given permission for examination of the 
papers in his possession (1630-1759). About 
half the collection consists of letters which 
passed between the Corporation of London- 
derry and a William Conolly, who appears 
to have been its legal agent in Dublin. The 
available evidence goes to show that this 
Conolly is the person who subsequent! y 
became Speaker of the Irish Parliament. At 
the time (c. 1680-1700) the Corporation was 
arty to several suits before the Dublin 

ourts and the Privy Council. 

Of the other documents, the most interest- 
ing, perhaps, from an Ulster point of view, 
is a Commission signed by William Henry, 
Prince of Orange, appointing William 
Conyngham a Captain of a Troop in Colone! 
Skeffington’s Regiment of Dragoons. A Peti- 
tion, of date about 1650, addressed to the 
Irish Society in London, seems to confirm 
one of Sir Thomas Phillips’ allegations 
against the London Companies, namely, the 
hardships inflicted on the lessees through the 
non-creation of sufficient freeholders to at 
tend the assizes. The Society’s lands ficure 
in another document, for the lords of the 
manors on these lands raised objection to the 
Sheriffs entering upon and holding courts in 
their domains. Amongst other documents in 
the collection are James Duke of Ormond’s 
Declaration in favour of Charles I.. 1648. a 
copy of a Presentment made at Londonderry 
assizes, 1759, and a convevance, dated 1648. 
of land, buildings, and negroes on the Island 
of Antegoa (Antigua), West Indies, made by 
Thomas Bitten of London to Major Archibal 
Cockran of Antegoa. 

The report announces that permanent 
accommodation for the Records of Northern 
Ireland will be provided in a specially pro- 
tected section of the new Law Courts build- 
ing. Technical and other have 
prevented the realisation of the ideal scheme 
of a separate structure apart from all

The terms of an agreement, which was 
reached about ten days ago by M. 
Poincaré, the French Premier, and Herr 
von Hoesch, German Ambassador in 
Paris, have been issued simultaneously 
in Paris and Berlin...

The 
official ‘statement remarks that the 
presence of American representatives 
would be highly desirable, and that the 
several Governments concerned are taking 
steps to achieve that end. When the com- 
mittee assembles its members will receive 
mandates. from their respective Govern- 
ments to negotiate “a complete and final] 
settlement of the reparations problem ” ; 
but stress is laid on the fact ‘that the 
delegates will be quite independent and 
will not be bound by any specific instruc- 
tions from their national Governments. 
The first meeting of the committee 
Will’ be held in Paris. If the 
Government of the United States 
agrees to send representatives, they 
will attend in the capacity of “ observers.”’ 
As the Dawes Scheme was framed by an 
American, the European Powers are 
anxious that Washington shall be repre- 
sented, but at the moment its participa- 
tion is uncertain. 

If it stood alone, this agreement might 
be regarded as one of the most hopeful 
signs that have appeared in Europe since 
the conclusion of the Locarno Pact. 
Unhappily, however, both the French and 
ithe German Governments have thought fit to 
supplement it by separate statements. The 
French document declares that the Covern- 
ment of the Republic still is bound by the 
declaration which was made by M. Poincaré 
at. Caen. There he announced that his 
Ministry had no right to ebandon. blindly 
“any of our guarantees”’ or to accept any 
solution of the reparations problem which 
would not ensure to France the means of 
paying her debts in their entirety, and 
Jeave. her, into the bargain, a ‘‘ just.’ sum 
of money as indemnity for the damage 
which she suffered during the war. The

German Government states 
be bound by any conditions or reservations 
that may be issued in advance by any. of 
the other Governments. ‘Thus, at the very 
outset, there has been meddling with the 
independence of the expert committee. M. 
Poincaré has given warning that he will 
accept nothing less than the minimum 
amount which has been stipulated by the 
French Government from time to time ; 
and the Germans tell the experts 
plainly that they will not agree to any 
solution that does not fall within Germany’s 
capacity to pay. These supplementary 
statements are unfortunate, inasmuch .as 
they are likeiy to prejudice the attitude 
of the United States. 

y There can be little purpose in the work 
of the new committee if its activities 
are thus restricted. The whole - idea 
óf an expert body is to try to re- 
concile Germany’s conception of what she 
can afford to pay with France’s demands; 
for Belgium and Italy are satisfied with 
very little, and Britain several years 
ago gave final expression to her require- 
ments when she announced that she 
would ask her European debtors, taken 
together, to pay’ hef orly so much as she 
herself was required to pay to the United 
States.

The Northern Records Office. 


We have received the annual report 
of the Deputy-Keeper of Records of 
Northern Ireland, It is gratifying, but 
not surprising, to learn from Dr. D. A. 
Chart that increased public. use is being 
made of the “office; for the steady 
accumulation of records rendets’ the 
collection of growing ‘interest to all the 
people of the North. Probably there are 
few families of two centuries’ standing in 
Ulster that could not find interesting and 
novél data concerning their past by a 
search through ‘the collection in Bridge 
street, Belfast. Many an Antrim family 
will find records of its scions in the papers 
of the Dobbs family, whereof an: im- 
portant portion is described in Dr; Chart's 
report. Here are narrated. the doings of 
Arthur Dobbs, Governor of North Carolina 
about the middle of the | eighteenth 


century. Other newly acquired papers 
throw further light on the same events, 
and the part played by Ulster in the build- 
ing up of North America at a critical stage 
in its history is revealed. It is mentioned 
that the Canadian Department of Archives 
so, highly. esteems the historical. value of 
the papers which concern the Ulstermeft 
who opened up the Hudson’s Bay territory 
that it has prepared them for publication 
in the Dominion. Among the documents 
which have been added to the Northern 


| collection are letters of the Downshire 


family that largely relate to the Jast, 
troubled decade of the eighteenth century. 
In 1792 Lord Downshite drafted a etter 
to the authorities.in Dublin, giving an 
account of the revolutionary stirrings in 
County Down and settting forth a plan for 
the quartering of troops at Newry, 
Rathfriland, Castlewellan, Downpatrick, 
Killough, Loughbrickland, Narrow-water 
and “ Waringspoint.” Other documents 
which have historical and -genealogical 
value are letters of the Archdale 
family contributed by Lieutenant-Colonel 
J. B. Archdale and records of Lord 
Ranfurly’s estate in and. around .Dun- 
gannon. Perniission to examine papers in 
his possession has been granted by 
Lieutenant-Colonel .W. A.  Lennox- 
Conyngham, D.L., of Moneymore. A 
ptiblic Record Office demands, as the first 


essential to progress, a helpful .public 
spirit; and there Ulster is not Jacking. 
Permanent accommodation for the records 
will be provided in a specially protected 


section of the new. Law Courts building. 
We should be Sorry to think that Dublin, 
Cork and Galway lack concern for the 
honourable memory of old days, and we 
are constrained to believe that Belfast's 
excellent lead must be attributed to the 
well-directed enthusiasm of some . few 
antiquaries, and. particularly, to. the 
eartiestness of the Deputy-Keeper. When 
will an’ intelligent lead be given in 
Southern Ireland to the reconstitution of 
national. records? . Ulster is undoing, for

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After Christmas. 


To-day most of the people of these 
islands have returned to work after the 
ititerlude of the Christmas holiday. In 
its secular aspect Christmas is unlike all 
otLer holidays. At Eastertide and in the 
summer vacation we. are impelled towards 
fresh woods and pastures. new, but in the 
week of Christmas “ home-keeping hearts 
are happiest.’’ It is the festival of the 
home—the time when, having drawn 
round the fire and closed the shutters 
fast, we would not. wish to be anywhere 
else in the world. The happiest dinner 
tables on Christmas Day are those where 
no chairs are empty, and fathers, mothers, 
brothers and sisters look into faces 
which, during long months, they have 
seen only in thoughts and dreams. It is 
certain that many: Irish homes had this 
happiness on Tuesday; for in the three 
or four days before Christmas nearly ten 
thousand persons arrived at. Kingstown 
and Dublin from Great Britain. Many 
of them had made tedious and crowded 
journeys for the sake of forty-eight hours 
at home, but they have been repaid amply 
by the pleasure which their fleeting visits 
took’ and bestowed. At such rare moments 
the reunited household is jealous of lilfe’s. 
common intrusions, and things that 
normally are important become insignifi- 
cant. So it happens that Christmas is, 
in these islands, the only season of the 
year when men and women are willing— 
perhaps, even glad—to dispeflse with 
newspapers. At all other times a few 
hours without newspapers make them 
feel like Mr. Wells's three men in the 
moon. This week, however, Irishmen and 
Englishmen have left the world: to its 
own devices—splendidly careless of its 
conduct or misconduct—for two whole 
days. They will find to-day that, despite 
their withdrawal of vigilance, Európe and 
the other Continents were reasonably well- 
behaved between the mornings of Tuesday 
and Thursday. Of course, there has been 
one notable exception to the general lack 
of interest in public affairs. If, during 
the two. days, the King’s condition had 
been critical, these countries certainly 
would have demanded, and would have 
received, their morning and evening 
newspapers. Happily, they had the 
assurance, now verified by the latest 
bulletins, that His Majesty is definitely, if 
very slowly, ‘‘ on the mend.”’ Knowledge

Christmas lottery was 
total sum of 124,000,000 pesetas (more 


| than 24,000,000) had been spent in tickets 


by rich and poor throughout the land. 
Outside the Mint, where the drawings 
I place, hundreds of people had waited 
for four days and nights of bitter cold. 
As the figures were drawn they were 
marked upon boards, announced through 
megaphones, and ‘‘ broadcast ” by wire- 
less telegraphy. . The first prize fell to a 
ticket which had been sold in Madrid ; 
apparently it had been bought by a 
French bank for one of its clients; whose 
name has hot been disclosed. The second 
and third prizes, aggregating 18,000,000 
pesetas, went to Barcelona. Six hundred 
families in one of the poorest districts of 
Madrid have shared in a prize of 150,000 
pesetas (£5,000). Indeed; most of the 
‘smaller prizes are shared among a large 
number of people. The Madrid Corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the 
State—which conducts these national 
lotteries—retains a net profit of 39,000,000 
pesetas (£1,300,000) on the total amount 
taken for tickets. This is a considerable 
reinforcement for a normally embarrassed 
exchequer, and, as it seems, superficially, 
to be ‘‘easy money,’’. other countries, 
faced with deficits in coming . budgets, 
may be ‘tempted to follow the Spanish 
lead. . We suspect, however, that the 
Spanish Government s gains from the State 
lotteries are purchased at a serious cost. 
In the Irish Free State the evil results of 
licensed, betting shops are known to all 
students of social affairs. They induce poor 
‘people to waste wages, to neglect work 
and sometimes to get the money for betting 
by dishonest means. Yet the average stake 
in an Irish betting shop is less than two 
shillings, and the average reward of success 
cannot be high. In Spain a small stake 
may make a peasant or an artisan “rich 
beyond the dreams of avarice.”’ The possi- 
bility, however: remóte; of such sudden 
wealth must be an enormous inducement 
to. shiftlessness. and day-dreaming in a 
country where the standards of industrial 
energy and ambition are not high. 


OBITUARY. 
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LORD LAMBOURNE. 


Lord Lambourne died at his Essex home, 
Bishop’s Hall, Chigwell Row, near Romford. 
yesterday, aged eighty-one years. He had 
been ill for abont a month, and his condition 
became serious on Friday last. He was the 
eldest. son of the late General Mark Wood, 
and married, in 1876, the second danghter of 
Sir John R. Milbanke, who was British 
Minister at Munich and The Hague. Lady 
Lambourne died five years ago, and there is 
ne heir to the barony. 

Lord Lambourne had been President of the 
Royal Horticultural Society since 1919, and 
took a very active interest in its affairs. He 
was rarely absent from any of its meetings 
or shows, arid was an unmistakable figure at 
the. shows, where he almost invariably 
marked his devotion to the carnation by 
wearing a large one as a buttonhole. Since 
Lady Lambourne’s death it had heen his 
daily practice to wear a sprig of myrtle, 
taken from a bush grown from a sprig in her 
wedding houquet. : 

Lord Lambourne .was created a baron in 
1917. For twenty-five years—from 1892 to 
1917—as Colonel Mark Lockwood—he repre- 
sented Epping in the House of Commons. 
As a story-teller he was famous. and his 
geniality made hima great parliamentary 
hgure when. he. was Chairman of the Kitchen 
Committee. He was affectionately known to 
members of the House as “ Uncle Mark.” 

Lord Lambourne was an intimate friend of 
the Royal Family, particularly of the Kine 
and Princess Mary. The King and Lord 
Lambourne frequentlv exchanged anecdotes 
and reminiscences, and their laughter at such 
times. was most infectious. Horticulturally, 
they were keen rivais for their respective 
counties of Norfolk and Essex. 

A WORD FOR THE YOUNG. 

Interviewed on his eight v-first birthday 
anniversary, in August last, Lord Lambourne 
attributed his longevity to “ good luck, and 


being content with. what I have.” He 
always had a ‘good word for the 
manners of the younger generation. 
‘There is a greater respect and con- 
sideration,’’ he once said. “by the young 
people for the old: I never have a wrong 
word from them, and although they may he 
terribly. bored sometimes they never show +t. 
There is, however. a marked lack of rarental 
control amongst al] classes. and in regard to 
the poorer classes this is due, T think. toa 
reaction from the hard condition of the 
labouring classes fifty vears ago. There is 
more freedom, but unhappily there is less 
knowledge’ of how to use it.” 

Lord Lambourne recently figured, pro- 
minently as a critic of the London County 
Council. He protested. vigorously against 
London’s dumning huge quantities of houses 
in the beantiful countryside heyond its 
borders. and he opposed the proposed King 
George’s Hospital at Gecontree. He with- 
drew his opposition, however. and it was 
then wévealed that ‘he took this action in 
deference to the wishes of the King. In a 
letter explaining his action he wrote: “Just 
before His Majesty was taken ill 1 received 
a message from him, in which he expressed 
a wish that as his. representative m Essex 
I should, withdraw my opposition to the King 
George’s Hospital at Becontree, and lend it 
all the assistance in my power. My motte 
has always-been ‘the King can do no wreng,’ 
and I desire to carry this eut.” Lord Lam- 
hourne’s interest in animals never tlagged. 
He had been for many years a Vice-President 
of the Royal Society for Preveniion of 
Cruelty to Animals. -He was also I" esident 
of the Pribery and Seeret Commissions Pre- 
vention League. ‘A prominent Fremascn. he 
was Provincial Grand Master of Essex in

MR. CHARLES MURPHY. 


We regret to announce that Mr. Charles 
Murphy, Barrister-at-Law, died rather snd- 
denly*on last Sundav at his residence, More 
hampton road, Dublin. 

Mr. Murphy was born in Armagh, and was 
called to the Bar in Michaelmas Ter, 1887. 
He first practised in the County Courts of 
the North-East circuit, principally in the 
County Down, and subsequently in the High 
Courts in Dublin, where he had a fairly good 
practice.

MEMBERS OF ‘TWENTY 


FAMILIES RESCUED, “ 
From Revter’s Corresroxvest. 


PESHAWAR, Tuesday. 

Royal Air Force ’planes have made 
another successful rescue expedition to 
Kabul, and to-day they landed safely at 
Veshawar members of twenty families, | 
including ‘nieces of M. Feit, the French 
Minister, and relatives of French and 
German, Eanna and engineers. 

Note—This is the second party that 
Royal Air Force ‘planes have brought 
into safety from the neighbourhood of the 
Afghan capital, where stubborn fighting, 
in which artillery and aeroplanes are 
taking part, has been proceeding between 
King Amanullah’s troops and rebel forces. 

The first transfer, which was carried 
out with the approval of the Afghan 
Government, was made on Sunday last, in 
a Vickers Victoria troop-carrying ‘plane, 
escorted by four other machines. Taking 
off from the Sharpur Aerodrome, two 
miles from the British Legation, just out- 
side Kabul, at 10 o'clock in the morning, 
the giant air transport arrived safely at 
Peshawar at 11.30, having done the 
perilons journey of 160 miles in one and 
a half hours. This first party consisted 
of four English women,’ incliading Lady 


Humphrys, wife of the British Minister ; i 


three young English childrew, four Indian 
women, four Indian maid servants, and 
five young Indian children, making. a 
total of 20. :

POSITION CLEARER, 
From Revuter’s Corresronvent. 
NEW DELHI, Wednesday. 

There is no doubt that the position at 
Kabul is distinetly clearer, ‘and a con- 
siderable number of the rebel forces have 
withdrawn for the winter, which is 
extremely. severe. 

These conditions are likely to cause a 
temporary lull in the present crisis, which 
will give King Amanullah an oppor- 
tunity of dealing with various centres of 
the disturbance piecemeal. 

The French, German and Italian 
Governments have all appealed to the 
British Government for assistance in 
securing the safety of their women and 
children. 

Soviet agents have been most energetic 
in cireulating a myth to the effect that 
the British have been systematically 
instigating the rebellion in Afghanistan. 

Lady Humphrys, the wife of the British 
Minister, is expected to leave India by 
mail steamer on January 5th. 


AFGHANISTAN TO BE “ CIVILISED.” 
From Revuter’s CorresPonvent. 
MOSCOW, Monday. 

Chuliam Nabi Khan, the newly-ap- 
pointed Afghan Ambassador here, stated 
in an interview to-night that the latest 
reports received at the Embassy justified 
the confident statement that the 
“reactionary movement’’ would be sup- 
pressed in a few days’ time, and that the 
Afghan Government would continue with 
redoubled energy the reforms which would 
convert Afghanistan into a civilised State. 


“ IN RECORD TIME, WITHOUT A 
BUMP.” 


From ‘Tre Times”? CorresPponpdent. 
LAHORE, Tuesday. 

“We did the journey from Kabul in 
record time, without a single bump,’ was 
the comment of Lady Humplireys, wife of 
the British Minister to Afghanistan,’ on. 
her .experience. She is the guest of the 
Chief Commissioner. Lady Humphreys 
expressed deep thanks to “ our splendid 
Air Force ” for delivery, and added that 
all the members of her party were “well 
and full of admiration for the fine achieve- 
ment of the Vickers-Victoria, piloted by 
Squadron-Leader Maxwell and- Pilot 
Officer Beasley.’’ 

The relieving aeroplanes dropped some 
provisions for the Legation, including 
butter and coffee. 

Lady Humphreys says that the journey 
of 160 miles only took 105 minutes. The 
previous permission of the Afghan Govern- 
ment for the landing to be made had been 
obtained, but the sudden decision to put 
the emergency measures in force took most 
people by surprise, and was due to the 
receipt of information that the Legation 
was surrounded and was lying in no-man’s 
land in the fighting between the rebels 
and the Royal troops and loyal levies. 
The extent of the danger to which. the 
Legation was exposed may be judged from 
the. fact “that ,the ~ British 
Attaché’s house was destroyed by. shell; 
fire. Other Legations asked for British 
transport facilities by air. 

The total number rescued on. Monday 
twenty British. and British-Indian 
and children, and _ thirty-seven 
other nationalities. Arrangements have 
been made similarly to withdraw ll 
foreign women and children from Kabul. 

There is great relief in Northern India 
at this news of the safe arrival of the 
refugees at Peshawar. Workmen ..from 
the Legation have arrived at Quetta by 
road, but the Quetta ‘telegraph line’ 4s 
interrupted.

“Think what men must have gone 
thivugh in’ the distressed areas, what 
first, a long period of steadily increasing 
anxiety and fear, their employment 
slipping gradually away from them, with 
practically nothing they can de to save it; 
the spectre, of ruin drawing nearer. With 
no. work and no’ Wages théy ‘hive | been 
obliged to driw on What little they had 
in the way.of savings, furniture and the 
rest.. At last, helpless distress, starvaésiun 
face to face; nothing, and few places to 
go for help. A quarfér of a million men 
in the mining .districts..in this pass, 
with three times as many women and 
children dependent on them, now’ without 
livelihood in their own districts. 

“To meet this situation, the. greatest 
activity is being exercised to transfer 
them to other districts. Oné of the” 
createst services anyone can offer is to 
find employment for as many. of these tren 
as possible. In the meantime there ix the 
néed to maintain the health and welfare 
of those who are suffering. 


IMMEDIATE NEED.” 

“The great need, especially with the 
women and children, is to preserve them 
from .the ill-effects of the wrong kind of 
feeding and inadequate clothing. Picture 
for a moment a man in the Rhondda 
Valley or the County of Durham. He 
has ‘been without work for months, per- 
haps for a year or more. His small son 
is going to school with only ‘a jersey 
between his back and the cold air; for he 
has no shirt. His little sister’s shoes and 
stockings do not -bear thinking about, and 
her-dress is a cloak of her mother’s. » Her 
mother does not. yo out until her daughter 
comes, home for the simple reason that 
the dres& is Joint property. 

“The -man tramps the same streets day 
after day, over which are the same over 
hanging hills, sombre and treeless, shutt ng 
out all but one slit of the sky above. This 
kind of thing is going-on,«m cruel torture 
to suffer, a terrible torture to ke-n, intelh- 
gent men used to better things, not ‘down- 
and-outs,’- whose senses have been blunted 
by hardshtp. 

“Think, most of all, of the children in 
these long series of misfortunes which they 
cannot understand.

“T have told you enough, I think, to 
show that there must be relief, and that 
this must be adequate, not only with 
method and resolution, but with conscience.

At the Curragh Camp Christmas was cele- 
brated in the reeognised military fashion. 
On the da precedin the festival 
officers and in of each unit at the 
Camp, assisted by their wives, entertained 
the children, whose parents are quartered at 
the different barracks, to a Christmas tree 
party. After a generous tea, every child was 
presented with a useful present. 

Through the generosity of the officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men, 110 parcels 
were distributed on Christmas Eve’ to the 
unemployed ex-soldiers of the Defence Forces 
and their families living in the vicinity of 
the Camp. The contents of each parcel pro- 
vided substantial meals in many homes on 
Christmas Day. :

At noon High Mass was sung by 
the Rev. Patrick Donnelly, Senior Chaplain, 
assisted by the Rev. J. Tierney and the Rev. 
J. Carey, appropriate music being rendered 


were known as the “school of Churchmen,”’ 
and George Edmund Street, who was respon- 
sible for the last restoration of Christ Church 
Cathedral, was a distinguished member of 
that school. Without doubt his object was 
to make the Cathedral an example of pure 
twelfth and thirteenth century architecture, 
from evidence obtained within the structure 
itself. 
TWELFTH CENTURY MODEL. 

In order to attain this ideal he sacrificed, 
almost entirely, the ‘‘long choir” with all 
its ‘‘State’’ associations, only keeping the 
two western arches, now part of our 
sanctuary, and dating from the twelfth 
century. It may be of interést to many to 
know what some of the architect’s methods 
were in carrying out the restoration. 

He first made a careful survey of the crypt 
and removed from it the débris of ages, with 
many bones. The walls of the east end of the 
crypt indicated the shape of the original 
sanctuary of the Anglo-Norman church 
erected over it, and Street proceéded to re- 
store the sanctuary on those lines. Many 
moulded and carved stones belonging to the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries were found 
in existing walls or in debris on the site, 
which provided him with evidence for his 
detail. 

He found it desirable for msthetic reasons, 
to raise the four arches carrying the walls 
of the tower, and this was done without the 
use of any timber shoring or needling. He 
cut through the walls, which are five feet 
seven inches thick, and inserted deep brick 
arches, doing a little at a time and building 
up solid as he went along until he had a 
complete relieving arch under each side of the 
tower, conveying the weight to the piers at 
the angles. Then the old plain Irish lime- 
stone arches were taken out, and the arches 
which we see at present built at a higher 
level, richly carved and moulded. The raising 
of these arches under the central tower has 
been an enormous gain to the beauty of the 
interior. It would have been impossible to 
have seen the groined vaulting of the 
sanctuary roof from the nave had this change 
not been carried out. 

TOWER AND ROOFS. 

Most of the distinguishing features of the 
central tower above the crossing were added 
by Street, and the plain walling is our only 
legacy from the seventeenth century, when 
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was practically destroyed, and there was a 
large bruise on the left side of the head. The 
post-mortem éxamination revealed a double 
fracture at the hase and vault of the skull. 
Death resulted from shock and hemorrhage 
on the brain.

AN UNFORTUNATE INCIDENT. 


The following statement was issued by the Essex 
County Cricket Club yesterday :—It is with reluct- 
ance my committee have decided to give publicity 
te the circumstances under whith a change in the 
ecamainey of the Essex County Cricket Clab was 
mode. In view. however, of thé accounts appear- 
ing in the Press recently, and in justice to the 
members of the club and the public in general, 
they feel it is incumbent upon them to make the 
following statement :'— 

“The committee of the club have been aware 
for some considerable time that there was a feeling 
in the county that a change in the captaincy was 
eesirable, When this became very evident at the 
close of last season three members of the com- 
ruttee, including myself, called upon Mr. Douglas 
at hus office in September and explained to him 
the situation, and asked him whether. under the 
circumstances, he would resign. He said he wonld 
consider this. but added that if the committer 
thought that they would like a change they should 
ecitvinly make it. 

“Mr. Douglas attended a meeting of the com- 
mittee on November Sth. when the question of the 
ramiaincy was discussed. At this meeting it was 
decided to refer the matter to the cricket sw- 
rowmittee for further consideration and report. To 
thir sub-committee Mr. Douglas wrote regretting 
his mahbility to be present. This meeting, after 
very fully considering the whole question. ided 
to recommend ‘that such a change was desirable. 

The general committee met on December 3rd, 
when the recommendation of the sub-commitice 
was fully considered and adpoted. Due notice of 
this meeting was sent to Mr. Douglas, bat he re- 
getted he was once again unable to attend. 

“Minutes were sent to Mr. Douglas very goon 
after each meetinc. The meetings were not 
secret, as has been suggested in some quarters, 
but were properly constituted meetings of the 
cotumittee, held in the boardroom of the clnh’s 
houcrary solicitors, where for years past business 
has heen transacted in the winter months, 

“I hope it will, therefore, be clear that the 
appointment of Mr. Morris as the new captain waa 
net made without very full and earnest conedera- 
lion by the committec, nor without Mr. Douglas 
heme made fully aware of the fact. 

“Mr. Douglag states that there has been di-- 
leyalty towardg him by certain members of the 
team. This fact the committee were fully aware 
of, and it weighed with them in coming to their 
derision.” 

“Nobody is more fully aware of the wonderful 
services Mr. Douglas has rendered to the game of 
cricket than the Committee, or more grateful to 
him for his services, and it was with deep regret. 
and only after very anxious consideration, that it 
was decided to make the change. 

“Mr. Douglas has been asked to play as often 
as possible for the team, and to become a member 
of the Selection Committee, and it is the earnest 
wish of the Committee that he will do both 

“Signed—C. Stewart tichardson, Chairmar 
Essex County Cricket Club. December 24, 1928.” 

On being shown a copy of the statement, Mr 
J. W. H. T. Douglas said:—“* At the moment I 
do not wish to make any comment, but at some 
future date I shall perhaps say something that 
will prove facts quite contrary to the statement of 
Mr. Richardson.”’
